MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: Preparation for Lowenstein/Moose Trip 

to Korea, Philippines and Japan 


1. On October 16, 1972, Mr. Richard Moose (SFRC Staff 
Del) advised PM (Mr. Ladd) that he and Messrs. Lowenstein 
and George Ashworth would be taking an official trip to 
Korea, the Philippines and Japan from October 29 to 
November 21, 1972. Mr. Moose stated that the purpose 

of the trip was to up-date the SFRC's information on US 
commitments, programs and activities in Korea and the 
Philippines. He stated that Senator Fulbright was 
sending letters to the Secretaries of State and Defense 
and the Directors of CIA and NSA informing them of the 
trip and requesting necessary briefings and administra- 
tive assistance for the Staff Del. (Copies of cited 
letters are attached at Tab A less NSA classified letter.) 

2. During the afternoon of October 16 Mr. Moose* met . 
with Mr. Ladd and asked that he coordinate the Washington 
pre-trip briefing schedule. He also provided the draft 
of a proposed message to alert the Missions concerned 
and CINCPAC of the trip and .its purpose (Tab B) and a 
proposed briefing schedule with matters to be addressed 
by Departments and Agencies concerned. 

3. The Department and Agencies concerned were notified 

by telephone on the afternoon of October 16 of the proposed 
trip by Staff Dels and invited to an initial coordinating 
meeting to be held at Department of State at 1000 hours, 
October 17, 1972. Following the October 17 meeting and 
subsequent coordination with the Staff Dels, a tentative 
schedule of briefings and related agenda items for dis- 
cussion was developed (Tab C) . 


State Dept, review completed 
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4. With slight modification, the Staff Del's proposed 
initial message to the Missions concerned and CINCPAC was 
dispatched on October 17. 

5. Additional coordinated messages of instruction and 
information, to include verification of Staff Del security 
clearances will be prepared and cleared for dispatch during 
the next few days. 

6. The Staff Dels advised that on this trip they represent 
the SFRC whereas on their previous three trips they repre- 
sented the (Symington) Sub Committee on US security agree- 
ments and commitments abroad.
